PRESIDENT ELIOT. 
He la Roundly Abused by all the Ituston 
Papers. 
Boston, February 25ih.—Professor Eiiot, 
President of the Harvard University, is in 
hot water with the press of Boston. He 
lias never been on the best of terms with 
the newspapers and on last Saturday night 
placed himself in a bad light. He at­ 
tended the annnal dinner of the Harvard 
Club at Philadelphia. 
The affair was 
nearly over and he had spoken, when 
Editor Clark Davis of the Ledger, a Harv­ 
ard graduate of ’79, responded to the toast 
of “The Press," and in his speech eulogized 
the journalists on the good use they made 
of their power. 
When he had concluded, his speech 
President Eliot arose and asked per­ 
mission to make a few remarks, which was 
granted, and to the surprise of all he 
launched forth into a violent attack upon 
reporters as a class. He said he was aware 
that there were special schools where 
journalism is taught, but he was not in 
favor of them. 
The course for the B. A. Degree was good 
enough for journalism. College men were 
not expected to serve us reporters. They 
shonld be given something higher, and 
could not be expected to associate with the 
class of men who are reporters. The heads 
of newspapers did not give enough atten­ 
tion to the character of the men they em­ 
ployed in this capacity, and as a result the 
newspapers are constantly teeming with 
gross inaccuracies. 
He said the men who are employed as 
reporters in 
Boston are drunkards, 
thieves, dead-beat3 and bummers. 
He 
knew four men who bad been expelled 
from Harvard who found places on the 
Bcston newspapers as reportéis. One of 
these men had been expelled for stealing, 
another for drunkenness, a third for being 
connected with a disgraceful row in a low 
house aud the fourth they had been want­ 
ing to get rid of for some time. These 
men, he said, were types of the reporters of 
newspapers. 
The remarks were received in silence, 
and then Erastus Braincord of the Evening 
News replied that Mr. Eliot's statements 
were senseless and untrue. 
The speech has created intense indig­ 
nation. Professor Eliot was cornered in 
his home at Cambridge, and claimed to 
have been misquoted. He said when he 
made reference to the press be understood 
no reporters were present, and wondered at 
the breach of trust in those present allow­ 
ing any sialemeut to get out. 
The Boston papers roundly abuse him 
and the college, and. after sarcastically re­ 
ferring to the fact that one ot Harvard’s 
professors was hanged on the public scaf­ 
fold and numerous others have been dis­ 
missed for serious crimes, threaten to ex­ 
pose many other secrets of the university. 
FEMALE MECHANIC. 
A Young Woman Wlio is Able to Take 
Care of Herself. 
H a r t f o r d (Conn.),Febrnary 25‘.h.—Nellie 
Patterson, one of the prettiest girls in the 
village of Mount Carmel, has just com­ 
pleted a four years’ apprenticeship to the 
machinist trade. To-day she is working at 
the lathe and virc in the factory of the 
Mount Carmel Belt Company, and there is 
not a mechanic in the whole shop who can 
do a better job or in less time than the fair 
young workwoman. Four years ago, when 
Miss Nellie began to think of the means 
whereby 3he m ust earn her daily bread she 
looked over the whole field of woman’s 
work. Among the trades or occupations 
which pushing women of this country have 
made thc-ir own there was none which she 
especially liked. 8he we.s a bright girl, 
with a great deal of Yankee cleverness and 
considerable ingenuity and inventiveness. 
The remark wa3 made by a friend that as 
she was so fond of inventions she ought to 
become n machiuist. The seed thus idiy 
sown took root, and she applied for a place 
as an apprentice. For the past four years 
she has worked faithfnily. and a few days 
ago her time expired and she is now a fnll- 
lledged machinist. She is able lo block up 
a piece of work on a planer or turn up an 
arbor on a lathe. She uses a drill or 
handles a file as well as any man in the 
shop. Her specialty, however, is tool- 
making, and to this she proposes to devote 
herself. She can also draw out plans, fig­ 
ure out dimensions, and from working 
drawings she can make anything. She Í3 
not afraid of the grease and grime of the 
shop, and her beauty is not in the least 
marred by a long swipe of dirt across her 
dimpled cheek or a spot of oil on her nose. 
Her hands are not as while as those of 
some of her sisters, but they are by no 
means large, though they are strong. 
All For Love. 
Buena Vista (Col.J.lFebruary 25th.—A 
messenger came to town from Brown’s 
canyon, a few m ilts below this place, who 
gave the particulars of n suicide that oc­ 
curred there yesterday. James Basbam .a 
young man 24 years of age. was to have 
been married to a sister of his brother’s 
wife. About the hour eet for the marriage 
ceremony, the young lady told him that 
she had changed her mind, and would not 
marry him, whereupon he ieft the house 
and went to the heme of Mr. Erhardt, a 
farmer for whom he had been working. 
Stopping at the granary he took a dose of 
strychnine from a bottle which was kept 
for the purpose of killing wolves. From 
there he went to an old cabin close by, and 
mounting a table, tied a piece of baling- 
wire to a beam over his head, and twisting 
the other end around his neck, jumped cfi 
His neck was broken and the flrsh terribly 
lacerated. A Russian Dynamiter. 
P ie r r e (8. D.), February 25th.—A man 
by the name of Plilzhkjoff fell from a 
scaffold at the electric light works and 
broke both thighs. He was at work re­ 
pairing the smokestack when he came in 
contact with the main circuit and was 
stunned and fell a distance of 100 feet. 
The man, thought be wrb about to d ieted 
made a confession that he was an exile 
from Russia, being implicated in the great 
plot to blow np the Czar in Rnssia two 
years ago, and gave the names of several 
high and im pcriant officers who were also 
concerned in the affair. He has important 
documents in his possession to substantiate 
his assertions and has promised further 
developments. 
Statue to Starr King. 
New Y or k, February 25th.—Daniel C. 
French, the sculptor, has completed a clay 
model of his statue of Thomas Starr King, 
and be is now preparing it for the plaster 


cast. The statue will be cast in bronze and 
will be of heroic size standing 104 feet 
high. Starr King is represented in the 
pose of the agitator rather than that of the 
preacher. He stands erect iu the act of 
speaking. His right hand rests on a fasces 
entwined with the American flag; the left, 
clasping a manuscript, is extended with an 
easy gusiure. The face is expressive of de­ 
termination and decision, the mouth being 
tightly closed, and the hair brushed back. 
Approximately-, the statue when finished 
will cost $15,000. 
Condition ot W inter Sown W heat. 
Chicago, February 25th.—The Farmers' 
Review in its next issue will ssy : Thus far 
the reports of cur correspondents indicate, 
with the exception of a lew counties, tho 
condition of winter wheat, which averages 
high in all the States covered by our re­ 
port. The only discouraging reports come 
from Michigan and Wisconsin, where a 
general complaint is made of the damage 
to wheat by the changeable weather during 
the past m cuth. A few counties in Kansas 
report some damage from the Hessian fly, 
but the majority of the reports predict a 
heavy crop tor 1890.

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THE WORST CONFIRMED. 
A G reater Flood than the One Which 
Destroyed Johnstown. 
P rescott (A. T.), February 25th.—The 
failure of the messenger to arrive yester­ 
day with further particulars of the great 
disaster on the Hassayampa river, had a 
tendency to engender a feelingof hope that 
the first news was exaggerated, and that 
the ca*a3trophe was not as bad as at first 
reported. Such hopes were, however, dis­ 
pelled shortly before midnight, when the 
messenger arrived with reports of the dis­ 
aster made by Sheriff O'Neill, which are 
as follows: 
R oca rk’s R anch, February 24’h.—The 
scene of desolation along the Hassayampa 
below the sites of the dams beggars de­ 
scription. A tornado could not have mede 
such a complete wreck. For miles the 
waters tam ed free by the breaking of the 
dams have filled the bed of the creek with 
enormous bonlders, trees, cactus, and every 
other kind of debris. 
H. S. VanBuren, President of the Wal­ 
nut Grove Water Storage Company, and 
his daughter and niece, for whose safety 
grave fears were entertained, are among 
the survivors, as they were far from the 
scene of danger when the dam broke. 
The number of persons killed is now 
known to be thirty-eight, including eight 
Chinamen. It is believed that the to:ai 
loss of lile will be between fifty and sixty. 
The bodies thus far discovered nnmbc-r 
about a dozen, many of which were found 
twenty or thirty miles below the place 
where the flood overtook them. All the 
remains are more or less mutilated, while 
in several cases only fragments have been 
discovered. 
Many bodies have doubtless been buried 
in the sand and others carried far to the 
south. Those who saw the advancing 
flood say it came down in almost a per­ 
pendicular wall ninety or a hundred feet 
high, and apparently crushed down in­ 
stead of sweeping away everything before 
it.Immense bonlders, weighing tons, were 
thrown around as a child might throw a 
ball. Enormous trees were broken or torn 
into shreds. Iron bars were broken or 
twisted ont of shape, and a piece of flit 
iron was picked up and carried five miies, 
and then imbedded in the wall of the 
canyon eighty feet above the present level 
of the stream. 
A large safe belonging to Robert Brow, 
containing in the neighborhood of $7.000, 
was swept away and no trace has been 
foundof .it. The flood struck the lower 
dam at 1:50 a. m . Five minntes later the 
headquarters, five m ile3 below, were swept 
away, and not a remnant of the dam now 
exists. An immense body of water, one 
aud a half mile3 square and sixty feet 
deep, was emptied in an hoar. 
Early on the evening of the 21st a courier 
was sent from the upper to the lower dam 
to warn the inhabitants at the latter point 
that llie former structure w.-s in danger of 
breaking, but owiDg to the storm and dark­ 
ness the messenger, William Akard. conld 
not keep ahead of the flood and lost his 
life in trying to cross the Hassayampa, 
within view of the survivors of the cainp 
he bad tried to save 
The snrvivors are in the greatest destitu­ 
tion, having neither provisions nor cloth­ 
ing. A camp of workmen engaged in 
building a flume here have not been heard 
from at all, acd it is feared that all are lost. 
m ore bodies found. 
P rescott, February 25th.—Chas. Thomp­ 
son, a courier just in from Wickenberg, 
and who lost his ranch above the lower 
dam, reports that nine bodies have been 
discov-red at Wickenberg acd three above, 
in addition to those already discovered. 
The old historic Brill ranch, with all other 
ranches along the river, have been swept 
away. 
QUARTZ mills injured. 
P rescott (A. T.), February 25th.—Wm. 
Murphy, who came in this afternoon, re­ 
ports that the recent flood worked serious 
damage to the Crowned King mills, lo­ 
cated on Poland creek. The estimated loss 
is $20,000. Repoits of great damage to 
farms and mining machinery also come 
from the Verde. The present floods and 
the damage they have wrought are unpre­ 
cedented in the history of this section. 
SAN FRANCISCO. 
A Japanese Maiden Who Persisted in 
Eloping. 
San F rancisco, February 25th.—About 
a year ago the sixteen-year-old daughter of 
S. U wahabi, who kept a Japanese lodgtne- 
honse on Geary street, near Taylor, eloped 
with a countryman and went to Sacra­ 
mento. The father employed K. Asano to 
find the runaways and bring back his 
daughter. The pair were located, and the 
young man arrested for enticing a minor 
away from home. The father then con­ 
cluded to take his daughter to Portland. 
He gave Asano $48 with which to boy the 
tickets. Asano took the coin, but instead 
of performing the errand, he and the girl 
started for Frtsno, where they are now liv­ 
ing. U wahabi desires to have Asano ar­ 
rested for embezzlement. 
REMOVAL OF CHINATOWN. 
The Americc3 Club has no’ifitd (he Su­ 
pervisors that it has indorsed the Bingham 
ordinance for the removal cf Chinatown to 
South San Francisco, and hope it will be 
passed. The club assures the Board of its 
most distinguished consideration, and 
states that in case of defeat in enforcing 
the ordinance the Board may still comineé 
to rely on its support. 
OREGON MAILS. 
The eteamsbip Oregon, Captain Poleman, 
fifty-foar hoars from Portland and forty 
six hours from Astoria, reached this city 
to-day. The steamer brought the mails 
from the Northwest, and also a large num­ 
ber of passengers. She had an assorted 
cargo. 
AFLOAT ONCE MORE. 
A dispatch received at the Merchant's 
Exchange to-day from Coos Bay says that 
the schooner C. H. Merchant, previously 
repoi ted ashore on the ncrth spit at Coos 
Bay, has been towed off by the tog Lib­ 
erty and was taken to Marshfield. The 
only injury that the vessel sustained was 
slight damage to her rodder.

The Knights of St. Patrick this evening 
donated $250 toward the reoeption to be 
given to Dillon and Esmond. 
LATEST FROM WALNUT GROVE. 
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Loss of Life and Destruction of Property 
Underestimated. 
Phcexix (A. T). February 25’h —Addi­ 
tional information from W alnut Grove, the 
scene of the disaster of Satcrday, is to the 
effect Ibat the loss of life and property is 
greatly in excess of the first reports. Cou­ 
riers who have just arrived bring the news 
that the entire Hassayampa valley, from 
the main dam to where the river "forms a 
jnnction with the Gila, a distance of 100 
miles, 13 a scene of desolation rarely ever 
witnessed in the world. 
The valley along the Hassayampa was 
settled largely by Mexican miners, sheep- 
herders and cattle-men, and the loss of life 
among this class is difficult to obtain. 
Fifteen b..difs were fonnd to-day, nearly 
every one being unde, not one of whom 
could be recognized. The Mayor of Phoenix 
has sent nien and supplies for the relief of 
the people left destitute by the destruction 
of iheir homes. 
The dam w as one of th e four Ianrrst on 
th e continent, and was used for water etor- 
aee ptinxi-e*. and im pounded over four 
thoD s3r,d m illions of gallons of water. The 
rts-’rvoir it form ed covered 750 se es, and 
d’a ned a bssi.n of about 500 sqnare m iles. 
The dimensions of the dam were 40-J f.-et 
in lergfb on Up and 175 feet on the bot­ 


tom. It was 135 feet thick at the bedrock ] 
and ten feet thick at :he cresf, and was 110 
feet high. 
It is claimed now by engine* rs that a 
portion of the dam wss not on the bed­ 
rock, and a leakage rf 3 000 miner’s inches 
daily occurred. 
COURT-HOUSE BURNED. 
Superior ami Probate Court Records all 
Destroyed. 
Vancouver (Wash.), February 25th.—At 
a quarter before 1 this morning’the connty 
Court-house was discovered on lire. The 
high northeast wind so--n set the whole 
sonth half of the building in flames. The 
fire engine arrived too late to be of much 
service. The fire spread so rapidly that 
there was but time to save the five prison­ 
ers confined in the jail, which was in the 
basement of the building, three of whom 
were carried out half Hitfceated. 
Mr. Burnett, one of Sheriff Flemming’s 
assistants, saved himself by jumping from 
a second-story window and was badly 
burned though apparently not seriously. 
The lire started, irom appearances, in the 
southeastern part of the building in the 
first story and spread with inconceivable 
rapidity. 
The building, which is partly 
stone and partly brick, is a toral loss. It 
was insured for $25,000, thongh costing 
$51,000. 
The Superior and Probate Court records 
are totally des’royed. The Auditor’s and 
Treasurer’s records are nncertain as yet, 
being in vaults supposed to be fire proof. 
Judge Bloomfield lost his library, valued 
at 2.500. The origin of the tire as yet is 
unknown. Aided by the high wind the 
building was a to’a! ruin within an hour 
after the alarm wss sounded 
TURBULENT TAHOE. 
The Waves Roll Like Mountains on the 
Beautiful Lake. 
Carson (Nev.), February 25th.—There 
was a terrible storm a! Like Tahoe yes­ 
terday.

Oewnty S u p erin te n d en t H o w ard 's Sugges- 
tione on T ree-P lan tin g . 
Circulars have been sent by B. F. How- I 
ard, County School Superintendent, to 1 
each District Clerk and teacher in the 
county, on the subject of tree-planting by 
the pupils of the public schools. His 
suggestions are as follows: 
“In compliance with the suggestions set 
forth in the inclosed circular, I would re­ 
spectfully recommend that Friday, March 
28. 1890, be named as ‘Arbor Day.’ 
‘Teachers should, on that day, pre­ 
pare appropriate school exercises, and the 
tree-planting should be attended with 
proper ceremonies. 
‘School Trustees and patrons of the dis­ 
trict should co-operate with teachers, and 
render them every aid possible that the day 
may be duly observed. 
“Advices from different parts of the State 
indicate that Arbor Day will receive gen­ 
eral and just recognition, ana that the 
suggestions of State Superintendent Hoitt 
will be fully carried out. 
“It is to be hoped that the reports from 
Sacramento county will be as favorable as 
from any other county in the State. Please 
take it upon yourself to give this matter 
early and earnest consideration, and try to 
work up a spirit of local enthusiasm, such 
as an occasion of this kind fully seems to 
warrant. Let us unite in taking pride in 
the beautifying of our school premises, and 
the result cannot but be most gratifying. 
If our mission in this respect is suooessful, 
in years to come, each individual who has 
lent a helping hand, or who has given 
words oi encouragement, will point with 
pride to the assistance he has rendered in 
establishing a custom which will receive 
the commendation of every lover of beauty 
and every intelligent and patriotic citixen. 
“The W. R. Strong Company, nursery­ 
men, Sscramento, have kindly consented 
to furnish each district, free of charge, on 
application, the following trees and shrubs: 
Five locust, five California walnut, five 
olive, two elm, five poplar and two rose 
bushes.”

THE FAIR AND CHICAGO. 


Chicago has won the House on the 
"World’s Fair location. 
It now remains 
for the Senate to act. Chicago will prob­ 
ably succeed in that branch of the national 
legislature also. If this means the defeat 
of the scheme for the permanent Exhi­ 
bition of the Three Americas at Washing­ 
ton, then a mistake has been made; if 
that scheme is to be laid upon the shelf, 
the country will be a positive loser by 
Chicago’s triumph. The Three Americas 
Exposition will be of greater benefit to 
the nation than half a dozen World’s 
Fairs. 
Assuming that Chicago will win her 
battle, then comes the question, “ Can 
that city prepare to carry out the scheme 
of an International Exhibition in the 
very brief time remaining for prepara 
tion?” 
If we do not overestimate the 
energy of the people of the Garden City, 
they will have the necessary structures in 
place and all the local details completed; 
but the real work, and that which is to 
make strongest demand upon their ad­ 
ministration, is the working up of interest 
in other countries fcr the exhibition. In 
that field there is to be done some of the 
most arduous and skillful labor. The 
nations of the earth will nearly all pause 
to ask where and w hat is Chicago, and 
why they should send there examples of 
their products and manufactures? Chi­ 
cago, therefore, has before her the task of 
educating the world up to a true appreci­ 
ation of her importance as the metropolis 
of the West, and of the West as the center 
of population in the United States. She 
must also overcome, by some means, the 
objections that will meet her agents on 
every hand concerning the transportation 
of exhibits so long a distance from the 
A tlantic seaboard after their arrival in 
the United States. We do not believe 
that anything short of free transportation 
will do this, and hence Chicago will have 
to provide the large sum necessary to pay 
freight upon the European goods between 
New York and Chicago. 
Assuming that the Senate will indorse 
the action of the House, all opposition to 
Chicago should be abandoned, and the 
whole people unite in aiding that city to 
make the fair a success beside which that 
of Paris will be ranked second. The fair 
of 1892 will be compared to that just 
closed in France, and it was the largest 
and most successful ever held ; the effort 
of Chicago must outstrip it or the country 
will be humiliated. Then, too, it is to be 
at once a fair and a memorial commemo­ 
rating the four hundredth anniversary of 
the discovery of the continent, the greatest 
nation upon which is our own. The 
whole people will therefore feel an interest 
in the success of the exposition that would 
not attach to any ordinary World’s Fair, 
So that the one thing to do, when the mat 
ter is finally settled, is to help Chicago and 
her citizens in every possible way to do 
honor to the occasion and the nation. 


ARBOR DAY. 


I t is evident that the English have at 
last awakened to the viciousness of Utah 
Mormonism, and that the day of success 
ful proselyting by the Elders of the poly­ 
gamous faith has dawned in Britain. Per­ 
haps among no people have Mormons 
won more converts than the English. The 
stories of hundreds of English women who 
have been brought over to that faith, and to 
lives in which their individuality has been 
practically obliterated, are now rising up in 
judgm ent against the infamy that lured 
the victims into the deceit of polygamy 
I t is not at all surprising, therefore, that 
Mormon missionaries have been mobbed 
in London, and that the recital of the 
wrongs of English girls at the hands of 
the Mormons should rouse the people to a 
fury that even the well disciplined police 
of the city could not quell. 


T h e success of the Socialists in Germany 
points to the expansion of the idea of free 
government. 
Men under the empire are 
at last beginning to ask themselves, “Why 
should any man exercise the power of a 
sovereign over us?” 
Whenever a people 
come into that stage of introspection they 
are on the threshold of a demand for rep­ 
resen tativ e and self-government, and are 
likely to develop the capacity to enforce 
their will.

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LEGAL LORE. 


TES LATE DECISIOSS FILED BY THE 
SUPREME COURT. 


Tlie Sacramento District Clerk Gets a 
Benefit—Cases Covering Various 
Points of Lair. 


The following Supreme Court opinions 
were filed in Deputy Clerk Williams’ 
office in this city yesterday for the Sacra­ 
mento District: 
Eaton (respondent) vs. Eicherie. This 
is a Tuolumne county case, and au action 
to recover for services rendered. The trial 
Court gave judgment for plaintiff, and the 
defendant appeals. Defendant agreed to 
pay plaintiff at the rate of $3 per day, such 
payment to be made in provisions and sup­ 
plies, and for any balance that might oe 
due plaintiff, plaintiff was to wail until the 
mining property was sold or until a sum 
sufficient to pay plaintiff said balance was 
realized from said mine. 
Plaintiff rendered services during a long 
period and on ly portion of the price was paid, 
leaving a balance of $1,490 05. After the 
services bad ceased a contract of sale was 
made of the mine for $15,000, which con­ 
tract was signed by defendant, and the sum 
of $5,000 was paid on account. 
The Supreme Court holds that the time 
of payment specified in the contract had 
arrived when action was brought, and that 
the word ‘‘sold” does not necessarily mean 
that a conveyance must be made or that 
title must pass. The judgment and order 
denying a new trial are affirmed. 
AKGTHKB TUOLUMNE CASE. 
Carter et al. (appellants) vs. Bacigalupi, 
a Tuolumne county case, and an action to 
determine the right to a mining claim. 
The defendant had judgment, and the 
plaintiffs appeal. The main points made 
for the plaintiffs relate to the sufficiency of 
the location of the defendant’s grantor, and 
the sufficiency of the transfer to the defend­ 
ant. Judgment and order are affirmed. 
THE VERDICT WAS CORRECT. 
Jue Fook Sam vs. Lord is a Nevada 
county case, in which judgment was en­ 
tered in the Court below in favor of plaintiff 
on February 20,1889, for the sum of $774 74 
and co6ts, and defendant appealed there­ 
from to this Court on April 8, 1889. The 
complaint states facts sufficient to consti­ 
tute a cause of action, the verdict of the 
jury covers all the issues, and the judgment 
follows the verdict. There is, therefore, no 
merit in the appeal from the judgment. 
Order of the lower Court affirmed. 
A PROMISSORY NOTE CASE. 
Graham (respondent) vs. Larimer. This 
is also a Nevada county case, and is a suit 
on a promissory note made by defendant, 
payable on demand to James Ward, or 
order. The note was twice assigned before 
June 4,1888; first by Ward to George Lord, 
and second by Lord to plaintiff, who de­ 
manded payment on June 4, 1888. 
Among other defenses the defendant 
pleaded : That said promissory note was 
signed on a void, illegal and invalid con­ 
sideration, in support of which she shows 
that on June 2,1888, said James Ward was 
about to prosecute one Robert Larimer, 
brother of defendant, on a charge of felony; 
that said W ard then and there promised 
and agreed with defendant that if she 
would sign said note he would refrain from 
such prosecution and keep silent as to the 
alleged crime; that in consideration of his 
so doing, at hi3 request the said defendant 
signed the said promissory note. 
The answer further alleges that each of 
assignees of the note had notice of the 
character and illegality of the considera­ 
tion at the time of the assignment of the 
note to him. Judgment was rendered for 
the plaintiff for the full amount of the 
principal and interest of the note and for 
costs, from which, and from an order deny­ 
ing her motion for a new trial, defendant 
appealed. 
The Supreme Court reviews the case at 
length, and in conclusion comes to the 
opinion that for an error in sustaining the 
objection to the cross-examination of Lord, 
the judgment and order should be reversed 
and a nev; trial granted. 
AN ADVERSE CLAIMANT'S 8UOCESS. 
Kitts (appellant) vs. Austin, another Ne­ 
vada county case, and an action to quiet 
title. The defendant set up her adverse 
claim, and judgment passed in her favor, 
from which, and an order denyiDg a new 
trial, plaintiff appeals. The judgment 
and order are affirmed. 
SUIT AGAINST AN INSOLVENT. 
In re Bowman, insolvent. This is a Ne­ 
vada county case, and is an appeal by cer­ 
tain creditors of the insolvent debtor Bow­ 
man, from a judgment granting him a dis­ 
charge in insolvency, and from an order 
denying their motion for a new trial Of the 
issues raised by the opposition to his peti­ 
tion for a discharge. Judgment and order 
affirmed. 
A COLUSA LAND CASE. 
Cleghorn (appellant) vs. D. Zumwalt, a 
Colusa county case, and an action to re­ 
form a deed. Judgment for defendant and 
plaintiff appeals. The case comes up on the 
judgment-roll. It appears from the find­ 
ings that in October, 1885, Mary Cleghorn, 
then a minor, was the owner of an undi­ 
vided one-tenth interest in a quarter-section 
of land, which she had inherited from her 
father ; that upon the death of her father a 
one-half interest in said land passed to her 
mother, who also died in October, 1885; 
that in the course ot the settlement of the 
estate of the mother, the said one-half in­ 
terest so held by the mother was, by an 
order of the Probate Court, duly given and 
made, set apart to and declared to be the 
property of said Mary, but she was then 
advised by her counsel that this order only 
gave her the use of the property during her 
minority, and that upon her becoming of 
age her brothers and sisters would take 
each a one-fifth interest therein, the same 
as they had done in the father’s estate, 
leaving one-fifth to her, thus vesting in her 
at her majority, two undivided tenths, or 
one one undivided fifth of the whole title 
in the tract. 
The Supreme Court reverses the judg­ 
ment and orders the case remanded, with 
instructions to the Court below to enter 
judgment on the findings in favor of plain­ 
tiff, as prayed in the complaint. 
ALL IN A NUTSHELL. 
De Noon (respondent) vs. Morrison et als. 
An action to recover the possession of 
the Gordon placer mine in Nevada county. 
There was a trial by jury, a verdict and 
judgment for plaintiff, a motion for a new 
trial made and denied, and defendant ap­ 
peals from both judgment and order. The 
Supreme Court affirms the judgment and 
order. 
MININO SUIT DECIDED. 
Clark (respondent) vs. Brown et al. An 
action commenced in the Superior Court of 
the county of Stanislaus, in which two of 
the defendants resided. It was a suit over 
a mine. The order is affirmed. 
SUIT AGAINST A SHERIFF. 
Lukeforth (respondent) vs. Lord. This 
is an action against the Sheriff of Nevada 
county, for the recovery of the sum of $4,000 
damages, for the unlawful conversion of a 
stock of merchandise. The Sheriff justifies 
under an order of attachment, and sub­ 
sequent judgment in the Superior Court of 
San Francisco, in a suit wherein George D. 
Cooper was plaintiff and L. M. Lukeforth 
was defendant. No exception is taken to 
the regularity or legality of the proceed­ 
ings or writ in that case. 
The goods were levied upon as the prop­ 
erty of L. M. Lukeforth, the judgment 
debtor, but found in and taken from the 
possession of E. G. Lukeforth, the plaintiff 
m this action. 
. . . 
. 
The action was tried before a jury, ver­ 
d ic t and judgment in favor of plaintiff in 
the sum of $3,000, motion for new trial 
made and denied, and defendant appeals. 
Judgment and order are affirmed. 
I n concurring with the opinion Justice 
Works savs : “I concur in the judgment, 
but do not agree to what is said in the 
opinion of Mr. Jue tice Fox as to the man­ 
ner of entering an exception to the givme 
of instructions. I think the record suffi­ 
ciently shows that the exceptions were 
properly taken and in time. It was enough 
that the Judge was notified that the appel­ 
lant excepted, and the record shows that 
this was done. It was not necessary that 
the exception should have been entered 
at the time by either the Jadge oi the

ANOTHER FINE HOUSE. 
IV. E. Terry to Erect a Costly Residence 
on Thirteenth Street. 
Sacramento is to have another handsome 
residence added to her beautiful homes, 
and it will probably be one of the most 
elegant houses in the city.

that this petition, these indorsements, and 
the peution of the Federation had been 
sent to Congressman McKenna to present 
to the proper department. 
From the Labor Bureau the report was 
Bade that employment had been found for 
eighteen men and ten women, which was 
deemed very good work for the short pe­ 
riod the Bureau had been in operation. 


CHINESE PROWLERS. 
Three of Them Captured in the Act of 
Robbing a Freight Car. 
For some time past the railroad com­ 
pany has suffered considerably from the 
depredations of thieves, who have been 
breaking into freight cars and carrying off 
the contents. Efforts were frequently 
made, both by the railroad employes and 
the police, to capture the thieves, bnt to no 
avail. Last night, however, a trap was laid 
for the raiders, and it worked successfully.

IX THE SENATE. 
Washington, February 25th.—In the Senate 
to-day a number of bills were reported and 
placed on the calendar. Among them was one 
to authorize the purchase of gold and silver bul­ 
lion aud the issue of treasury notes in payment 
of bills. It directs the purchase of silver bul­ 
lion to the amount of $4.500,000 per month, and 
ns much gold bullion as may be offered, and the 
issue of treasury notes, and reneals the law di­ 
recting the coinage of two million silver dol­ 
lars per month. 
H.ck said the report from the Finance Com­ 
mittee was not unanimous, lie opposed ic. 
Sherman aud McPherson are also said to be op­ 
posed to tbe bill. 
Iu the debate cn the resolution offered yester­ 
day by « ’handler, censuring Call for interpolat­ 
ing in the record a paragraph that had not 
been spoken, and sa d it was unparliamentary 
and personally offensive, Call g^ve notice «o 
Chandler that he would arraign him before the 
Senate and demand an investigation by a com­ 
mittee for making false accusations, lie (Call) 
would convict tbe Senator on evidence of his 
own that he did hear and know that he (Cad) 
had uttered on the lloorof the Senate substan­ 
tially the whole of the charge contained iu the 
paragraph. He would not ask the censure by 
the Senate, but would leave him to the judg­ 
ment of the country for having heard his (Cali’s) 
remarks, and having bad neither the courage 
nor the manhood to resent them. 
Sherman declared the rules of the Senate had 
just been violated by the Senator from Florida 
m ns gross a manner as he had ever witnessed. 
When the United States Senate came to su -h a 
condition that cowardice could be applied to a 
Senator, and that a Senator could be charged 
with stating a thing falsely, it seemed to him 
that the ‘ eiiate was receding from ita dignity. 
Call replied that if he was not at liberty to 
stale that tbe resolntion was not tme he can 
prove it, and that if the Senator when he made 
the charge knew it was not tru9 then he didn’t 
understand the rules of the Senate. But it in 
the judgment of any Senator it is improper to 
use such language he would withdraw it. 
Chandler once more explained his resolution, 
and • died: ‘“The Senator (Call) used language 
about me which I did not hear. Ec wrote lan­ 
guage in the report accusing me of all the 
crimes in the decalogue. Ho has now this 
moruing charged ire with being a coward for 
not replying to that which I did not hear, and 
which he alterwards wrote in the Record When 
the Senate has decided which language it is 
parliamentary to use i will take occaaioa to de- 
lend myself from all Imputations.” 
hlair's educational bill was taken tipasnn- 
fir ished business, aud Coke addressed the Sen- 
1 ate in opposition to it. It clearly violated the 
Constitution, be said, and as a measure of 
policy it was most unwise and mischievou*. It 
had constantly declined in public favor, until 
now the indications gave good ground to hope 
for its defea*. The passage of the bill would ba 
a slanderous imputation on every State in The 
Union. It would be the first and irrevocable 
step in the tron-ier of tb« jurisdiction ot the 
•common schools from the States to the national 
.government. 
Senator Stanford addressed the Senate in ad­ 
vocacy cf the bill. It seemed to him to proceed 
upon the right principle. Kc assumed its con­ 
stitutionality and then the important fact to b2 
considered was whether national legislation 
was necessary. Illiteracy was conceded, and 
also the fact that some Mates had not been able 
to meet the quetiiou, and Federal aid therefore 
bee*me necessary. 
When education became 
.universal the question of race distinction would 
be obliterated. It was intended the bill should 
benefit both sexes a*ike,and he hoped that 
under its provisions women would be educated 
in different callings of life, suitable to their sex. 
Ftxtm education grew morality and religión, 
and was iu harmony with the snblirae and al­ 
ways beneficent Creator. Tbe result would be 
to ’malte humanity better, wiser and happier. 
It was through education that possibilities were 
to be ascertained and obtained, therefore he 
was strongly in favor of the passage ot the bid. 
Senator Heagan oMtteed the floor to speak 
against the bill and the Senate adjourned. 
IN TIIE KOT&E. 
Washington, February 25th.—In the Honse, 
to-day the Committee oa Commerce called up 
and the House passed tha bills extending to 
San ^)»esro and 
Wilmington, California, the 
provisions of an Act relative to the immediate 
transportation oí dutiable *roods. 
On mo. ion oí Bntterworth, a bill was passed 
authorizing the Secretary of State to appoint 
two suitable persons to represent the United 
States at the International Conference in refer­ 
ence to the protection of industrial property at 
Madrid. Spain, on April 1st. 
The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole and resumed considera ion of the Okla­ 
homa bill. Hooker moved to strike out the 
first section of the House bill, which is a sub­ 
stitute to the tenate bill, fixing the boundaries 
so as to include the Cherokee outlet.
